Pinchot, 
it is said. carn**! to the American 
hunter a trunkftil of matter bearing 
upon the Taft administration, with 
particular reference to Secretary Bal­ 
linger and the Alaskan c*oal scandal 
and to the Insurgent uprising in con 
gre^B. 
Pinchot and Roosevelt are the warm­ 
est personal friends and when the lat­ 
ter occupied the* White House the for­ 
mer was a constant visitor and ad 
viser. Having been deposed by Presi­ 
dent Taft a* chief forester for alle ged 
Insubordination. Pinchot naturally Is 
in a mood to < atry his troubles to Col­ 
onel Roosevelt. 
Bot the intere*8tlng query is this: 
What will be Roosevelt’s answer?
